WHEN the marvelous healing 
properties of penicillin were Aret 
discovered, supplies were so short 
that mercy demanded they be used 
only against violent, acute and 
fatal infections. 
Today, fortunately, there it 
more than enough of this yellow 
magic for the very ill, and so doc­ 
tors have been able to test its ef­ 
fects in other leas dangerous ail­ 
ments. One of these, in which ra- 
cent work with penicillin seems 
hopeful is bronchiectasis. 
Bronchi Enlarged 
In bronchiectasis the bronchi or 
the small tubes in ths lungs, 
through which air passes, ass an­ 
ise e d . There is a combination of 
inflammation and wasting of tbs 
tissues, with the result th at scar 
tissue may, in time, replace the 
lining membrane in various spots. 
Symptoms are usually confined 
to bouts of coughing during which 
a great deal of sputum with a bad 
odor is brought up. Once started, 
the disorder grows progressively 
worse, until at last, the patient 
may be made miserable by the 
persistent cough. 
So far as is known, there is no 
way to restore the normal struc­ 
ture of the bronchi once bronchi­ 
ectasis has developed. But accord­ 
ing to Dr. Sydney Baasin and his 
co-workers of New York, treat­ 
ment with penicillin does much to 
check the symptoms. Their work 
gives hope that in the future thia 
disease may be controlled before 
permanent damage to tho bronchi 
has been done. 
Three ways of administering 


X-Ray Diagnosis 
The diagnosis was made in 
every case by means of the X-ray. 
Before the X-ray wa* taken, a 
compound ox iodine was instilled 
into the lungs to make the bronchi 
visible in the X-ray plate. 
The bronchiectasis developed 
following pneumonia in ten of the 
patients and after whooping cough 
and influenza in the other two. The 
symptoms had been present for 
mere than ten years in all but two 
of the patients. Tha length of 
treatment varied from four to 115 
days. It was found that best re­ 
sults were obtained when it was 
given by breathing it into the 
windpipe. 
As a result of the treatm ent, It 
was found that the amount of 
sputum was considerably lessened, 
its odor was removed and there 
was a great improvement in the 
symptoms. These changes w ert 
maintained as long as the peni­ 
cillin was continued. When the 
treatm ent was stopped, the symp­ 
toms tended to come back again. 
It seems that in controlling 
bronchiectasis it may be necessary 
to continue the penicillin treat­ 
ment indefinitely, but in view of 
ths good results obtained, such 
treatment would appear worth 
while.

The only trick the defense would 
have been sure to score was with 
the diamond A. 
Having bld diamonds first, then 
shown power with his cue-bid of 
clubs, North should have counted 
the diamonds as at least five and 
the spades as only four.
